PORTLAND 一 President Nixon 
affixed his signature to the repeal 
of Title II of the Internal Security 
Act of 1950 on Saturday，Sept.

The Human Rights Commission， 
over the lone dissenting arguments 
of John Y. Chin,，principal of the 
Chinese Language School, went on 
record Friday as opposing the 
charter amendment， 了 Proposition 
S，on the November ballot; that 
js to say，they went .on record 
against the election of the S.E.

Certainly the cancellation of the National Day Parade was 
a_ significant event，signaling more than an economic pinch. 
What we object to is the undisciplined spreading of rumors as 
Probable fact. Newsmen covering the Peking political scene 
are faced with habitually uncommunicative officials, but that 
1s DO excuse for rushing off the latest rumor to be published. 

But it is the publishers who are most at fault. They find it 
an exciting prospect that Mao might die during their tenure 
and they headline the possibility at the drop of a doctor in 
Imainland China. What we ask is that speculation be dropped 
to Where it belongs, in the back pages or in columns on the 
Editorial page. Substantiated facts and carefully documented 
analysis belong on Page One. 


BURY THE PROBLEM 


We would like to be able to report accurately the number 
of children who are being kept ffom the court-ordered busing 
plan by Protesting parents. We Would like to cite a near 
approximation .of the percentage of S.F. elementary students 
involved in the boycott. We can be sure of neither figure. 

The S.F. School District claims that by the tenth day of 
the new term, 38,918 children were enrolled. The anti-busing 
coalition，WALK (We All Love Kids)，says that given a ten 
Per cent error in its calculations,“it is inconceivable that 
total attendance could possibljy be more than 33,000 stu- 
dents"” (by the tenth day). 

Certain anti-busing advocates claim that the boycott of the 
Chinese remains about ninety per cent effective, and yet the 
School Board asserts that according to its Division of Re- 


Search，the enrollment percentage 1s 84. When you consider 


that nearly fourteen per cent of the total elementary popula- 
tion ls estimated to be Chinese, you see that ifboth sides are 


to be believed, almost no one but Chinese would be boycott- 


ing the busing.

California congressman who insist- 
ed _ that their Position was too 
weak， 

Rep. John G. Schmitz, President 
Nixon's owIE congressman from 
Orange County，walked out of an 
elaborately staged news confer- 
ence orgamnized by the conservative 
Republican senator from New 
YorK, James 工 . Buckley-. 

Schmitz,，a member of the John 
Birch society,， thought the group 's 
statement that 让 Nationalist China 
is expelled and Peking admitted to 
the UN“we would feel compelled 
to recommend a complete reasseSS- 
ment of U.S. financial and moral 
support of- the UN was “too 
weak”and asked.that he and an- 
other conservative ITepresentative 
be taken off the list of supPporters. 

He accused the Senate's leading 
Conservatives of going“soft ”and 
“leftist”on Communist China and 
declared that the“only way Presi- 
dent Nixon should go to Peking is 
with troops.” 


BILINGUAL NEWSPAPER

A new bilingual， .monthly 
newspaper，HWWei Mi (for the 
people”)，began Publication last 
Friday in San Francisco. Published 
by the S.E.-based Wei Min She， 
the newspaper analyzes eyents in 
the Chinese communities of San 
Francisco and of all North Amer- 
ica。The Paper hopes to be a 
vehicle for community change.

AITLANTA，Ga. 一 -Reverend Ho- 
sea Williams, the well-known black 
leader and member of the South- 
er Christian Leadership Confer- 
ence (SCLC)，arrived in Hong 
Kong on or about' Sept. 19, carry- 
ing a letter from Dr. Ralph Aber- 
nathy，Ppresident 'of the Confer- 
ence, to Chairman Mao.

Williams immediately sent atele- 
蒜 am to the Chairman saying，in 
effect，“If you can invite President 
Nixon,， why not a black civil rights 
leader?”He was allowed in. 

In _ Atlanta，a_ member of .the 
Conference staff stated that，as 
yet there is no long-range strategy 
directly relating to _ the current 
trip of Williams to China. The im- 
mediate concern was to bring the 


.letter to Mao and have an oppoF- 


tunity to talk about the role of 
non-Violence in the furtherance of 
world peace. There is a desire on 
the part of the Conference to com- 
municate the existential essence of 
the civil fights movement，which 
means that choices have narrowed 
down to non-violent advocacy or 
extinction. 

Dr. Abernathy visited Brazil 雇 
1970 and Budapest in May 1971， 
and 1s presently in Russia，and 
thus the Conference is continuing 
in the bold tradition of Dr. Martin 
Luther 人 King，who was not simply 
concerned with civil rights for 
Americans， but brought the force 
of non-violent advocacy to include 
the battlefields of Indochina. 

The Conference's world-wide ap- 
Proach focuses properly on non- 
violence as the necessary ingredi- 
ent to world peace, However, it is 
regretable that they have not de- 
veloped a step-by-step plan to 
bring together the two countries 
capable of evolving Peace for the 
world. 

We, as Asian Americans，should 
take UP the torch that has.been 
lighted by the Conference. Is 让 
not our special responsibility to 
bring our two countries together?

IMMIGRANTS ENTER 
LANGUAGE PROGRAM 


了 Eleven Chinese-speaking adults， 
recent immigrants from 了 Hong 
玉 ong，entered the San Francisco 
Skills Center on Monday，Sept. 
27, to begin the second phase of a 
42-week experimental English lan- 
guage Drogram，funded by the 
Manpower Development Training 
Act. 

They represent the first group of 
the 75 trainees who will ultimately 
take part in the program. At the 
time of entry into the Skills Cen- 
ter, the trainees will have complet- 
ed six weeks of self-study and will 
have ,learned 300 basic English 
words. In Phase II trainees will 
spend eight hours a day for 18 
Weeks at the Skills Center for in- 
tensive coaching in four subjects 一 
Vocabulary，grammar，comprehen- 
sion，and production (use of the 
language). Emphasis is primarily 
on the spoken language. 

Trainees are selected for the pro- 
gram by the Chinatown HRD Cen-
